112, first paragraph regarding new matter is not persuasive. As explained previously, there is no inherency that such properties were 
disclosed at the time of filing. As for the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections, it should have been clear that the reference to Caesar does indeed 
disclose materials equivalent to those utilized by applicant and with regard to Tornier, it was explicity stated how it could be moveable 
without deformation. Applicant's recitation of intended use against Caesar is not persuasive as the device is merely required to be able to 
be used in the claimed manner which has been discussed previously. 
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
